Jane 27— IbaOedfor 
10 days thro soattem Mississippi by 
posses which indwded several hundred 
members of his own race, John Hait- 
field, neg:ro, confessed assailant of an 
Ellisvile young woman, was captured 
in a canebvake yesterday morning, 
rushed by automobile to the scene of 
his -crime, hanged from a gum tree 
and burned to ashes. His viqtim iden- 
tified himv. and witnessed ms execu- 
tion. Gov/^Obo, partitioned to inter- 
vene, in a statement issued at Jackson 
shortly before the lynching, declared 
himself to be "utterly powerless" and 
said that interference only would lead 
to the deaths of hundreds of persons 
and that "nobody can keep the inevit- 
able fi'orn happening." 

The lynching- was conducted in a 
manner which the authorities charac- 
terized as "orderly." Guarded by a 
comnittee of ^tize^s .^jisyill e, 
Hartfield was taken drst 0*180' Mice 
of Dr. A. J. Carter, \iAio, after exam- 
ination of gonsEot wounds received 
when the fugitive made his fight 
against capture, declared the negro 
could not live more than 24 hours. In 
the meantime, a group of silent men 
were piling crossties and brush in a 
depression in the ground near the rail- 
road trestle.

Before the rope 
had been cut by bullets, burning fag- 
gots were thrown under the body and 
an hour later there was only a pile of 
ashes.
